jeers, cat-calls, howls and yelling 
as well ax by kicking a footbal 
into the assembly," th« suit said.

Nixon showed the house yesterday 
dealt with such things as U. S. 
policy toward Japan and the as- 
signment of an American navy 
captain to England in 1938 as a 
"secret liaison man." 


Nixon said that on the basis of 


these papers he will insist that the 
house committee, of which he is a 
member, resume the spy inquiry 
it suspended during' the two per- 
jury trials of Alger Hiss, former 
state department official. 


Hiss was convicted last Saturday 


and was sentenced to five yean 
Imprisonment. He had denied to 
a grand jury that he gave secret 
government documents to Cham- 
bers. 


Nixon told newsmen there may 


have been justification for not pur- 
suing* the committee inquiry while 
the Hiss case was in the courts, 
but Added that this justification 
no longer exists.. 


In a one-hour speech in the house 


yesterday, Kixon denounced the 
administration's attitude in the 
case and said the justice depart- 
ment once had considered prosecut- 
ing: Chambers instead of Hiss. 


Had that course been followed,

Roosevelt said. "So how can-any- 
one of us question it ? 


"Then U one mor* Mfeguard— 


appeal, arid Mr. Hiss" counsel has 
announced he is going to appeal. 
He must believe in his client's in- 
nocence and in the ultimate tri- 
umph of truth.

It was at Aniioch that the dis- 


ciples of Jesus were first called 
Christians. 


It is necessary to say Antioch 


in Syria, for this city, about 300 
miles north of Jerusalem was one 
of 16 Anliochs in the ancient 
world, and these 16 were among 
37 cities, built by Seclucus Nikator. 
a conqueror who lived 300 years 
before Christ, and who named 
these cities after himself or his 
relatives. The Anliochs were nam- 
ed after ais father. 


Of the 16 Antiochs—Antioch in 


Pisidia Is another mentioned in 
the New Testament (Act* 13:14) 
—this Antioch in Syria was much 
the greatest and finest. It was 
situated on the River Orontes. 
navigable from its seaport. 14 
miles away. The city in its splen- 
dor was called the "Queen of the 
East," and its seaport at Selucus 
was strongly fortified, like an an- 
cient Gibraltar. 


The modern Antioch a writer 


has described as "a small, ignoble, 
and dirty town of 6000 inhabi- 
tants," but the ancient Antioch. 


city of half a million inhabitants 


was of an outward grandeur and 
magnificence that almost baffles 
the imagination. 


A double-colonnaded street ran 


for five miles through the city, 
from east to' west, on which its 
inhabitants in rainy weather could 
walk under cover, and in conform- 
ity with this immensity were its 
public works and buildings, its pa- 
jan temples, its treasures of art. 
its trees, gardens, fountains and 
all the tokens of outward culture 
from every part of the world.

Anlioch—Challeitge to Christianity 


Many readers like myself, hav« 


probably visited the immen** ^ 
sculptures of American presidents, 
carved out of the side of Mt_ Rush- 
more, in South Dakota; but over 
2000 years before Gutzon Borglum 
conceived that great project a Syr- 
ian ruler had ordered a sculptor to 
hew ML Silpius. towerina; abov* 
the ctiy of Antioch. into a hug* 
statue of Charon, the ferrymaa of 
the River Styx. 


It was fitting- that the first 


church of disciples to be called ^ 
Christians should arise in such a 
city. Christianity had a challenge 
to offer to that pagan culture. But 
more fitting was a deeper chal- 
lenge to the vileness and foulness 
beneath that culture, in a city that 
in its licentiousness and wicked- 
ness exceeded all other cities of 
its, time. 


When a Roman writer wrote of 


the immorality that had befouled 
Roman society, he expressed it by » 
saying that "the Orontes had over- 
flown the Tiber." 


That little band of Christians 


must have seemed insignificant in 


j such a vast city, with the immen- 
sity of its sin. Yet here the Christ- 
ian name began, a name soon to 
be heard throughout that ancient 
world, and to become a name of 
power in worlds then unknown, in- 
cluding new continents. 
a 


Xor was it only the beginning of * 


a great name. Here. also, in An- 
tioch was the beginning of the 
Christian 
missionary enterprise 


that started Christianity on its 
western way, fulfilling the com- 
mission to preach the gospel to 
the ends of the earth. It was a 
great beginning, and the end is 
still far off. as Jesus still leads on.

Working with him were eager fol- 
lowers like the great Nehru, who 
now is prime minister of India.

State Peach 
Crop in 650 
To Be Lower 


Carbondale, 111. Jan. 27— <AP) 


—Barring further losses, southern 
Illinois peach growers 
expect 


"about two thirds of a normal 
crop" for 1950. 


The latest "Bluaois outlook" 


issued by the Illinois Fruit Grow- 
ers Exchange here cautioned that 
the crop could be cut further bv 
sharp cold, snaps in the next two 
months, or by-a late killing spring 
frosL 


The Exchange, a Farm Bureau 


afiJiate. said southern Illinois pro- 
'duced two-thirds of Illinois' 2,300,- 
000-bushel 1949 peach crop. 


The multi-million dollar industry 


was hit the first week of January. 
Warm weather coaxed the buds 
out. then a 30-degree drop in a 
24-hour period and a freezing ram 
killed the buds. 
The area bud 


kill was set at 65 to 70 per cent 
by R. S. McBnde. general manager 
of The Exchange in the current 
Growers' Bulletin. 


McBnde said some growers re- 


ported up to 95 per cent kills. 


While peach trees have uo to 


ten times the buds needed, a 
severe kill thins buds unevenly: 
—sometimes killing all buds on a 


few trees or only buds on lower 
limbs. Growers prefer their owa 
selective thinning. 


A University of Illinois »tudv 


points up the riskiness of peach, 
growing, la 82 years from 1857 
to 1939. it say* there were nine 
winters cold enough to kill or 
injure trees, and 18 years in which 
the estire bud crop was lost to 
cold winters or spring frosts in 
southern Illinois. 


The 1949 crop was better than 


that for 1948—1.428.000 butbela, 
but was short of the 1947 crop— 
2,413.000 bushels. Records of the 
state-federal agriculture depart- 
ments, going back to 1899. «how 
the biggest yield was ia 1931— 
4,000.000 bushels, and the shortest 
was in 1918—34.000 bushels. The 
1937-46 ten-year average was 
1,494.000 bushels.
